REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art of record 
discloses or suggests a hydrotreating process of a hydrocarbon feed by contacting the feed with a 
catalyst comprising a support, at least a metal oxide of Group VIII, at least one metal oxide of 
Group VI, and at least one sulfoxide compound and or sulfoxide compound. 

The US 3,945,914 reference discloses closes a feedstock from oxidation process is 
hydrotreated with a catalyst comprising metals of Group VIII and VI. However, the reference 
does not teach that the catalyst using in the treating step comprises at least one sulfoxide 
compound and or sulfoxide compound.
